‘The opinion of this board is clearly that all kinds of ardent 
spirits and other strong stimulants are not useful in pre- 
venting cholera; but they that dispose to its attack. ‘This 
Opinion they mean to express in the most unqualified man- 
ner; and they wish to advise and to warn all persons to ab- 
stain wholly fiom their use. ‘Those who are accustomed to 
an intemperate use of ardent spirits and of wine, may safe- 
ly leave off these habits by attending to the following cau- 
tions. 

1. Tod ish their ¢ food considerably below the 
usual quantity; and to let it consist of animal rather than 
vegetable substances. A light broth taken in small quantities, 
at short intervals, is particalarly proper. 

2. ‘To use a strong decoction of the vegetable bitters as a 
subsitute for alkohol—such, for example as wormwood, 
chamomile, horehound, southernwood aud tanzy. ‘The aro- 
matic herbs, spearmint and peppermint, may suit some consti- 
tutions more than the bitters. Under the direction of a phy- 
sician, preparations of bark and quinine may be advantage- 
j ously employed for the same purpose. 

The Board take this occasion to state for your satisfaction, 
that the city, so far as they are informed, is more heulthy 
than usual at this season. Slight affections of the bowels are 
not unfrequent; and within a few days there have appeared 
a number of cases of Cholera Morbus, which yielded readily 
to medicine. These attacks we believe can in all cases be 
traced to one of the following causes. 1. Indulgence in eat- 
ing. 2. Execessive use of cold liquids. 3. F-xtraordinary ex- 
posure to wet. 4. A confined state of the digestive organs.
